FEAST OF CORPUS CHRISTI. 

Today is universally celebrated the Feast of Cor- 
pus Christi. Though this feast is really observed on 
the Thursday after Trinity Sunday, its solemn cele- 
bration is transferred in most churches until the fol- 
lowing Sunday in order that the faithful may parti- 
cipate in this beautiful and inspiring service. The 
Feast of Corpus Christi commemorates the institu- 
tion of the Holy Eucharist. 

Devout Catholics who have received the body and 
blood of Christ in frequent Communion can well 
understand the power of the Church in overcoming 
the many persecutions levelled at her during the 
many centuries. It was the abiding Presence of 
Christ in the Blessed Sacrament and the moral cour- 
age which the reception of His Sacred Body brought 
to the recipient that prompted thousands of martyrs 
to die rather than deny their belief in the Christian 
Religion. When we think of the generous sacrifice 
that the noble men and women, saints of God, have 
made throughout the centuries of the Church’s exis- 
tence, we can best explain this generosity by recalling 
the strength and grace they have received in Holy 
Communion, Those who have partaken of the living 
waters drawn from the Savior’s fountain of grace, 
when they see the Blessed Sacrament borne in solemn 
procession through the church, should bow in loving 
adoration and thanksgiving to the all-holy God. 
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When the Savior, on that memorable first Holy 
Thursday, bade His Apostles “Do this in commemora- 
tion of Me,” He was thinking of the future genera- 
tions yet unborn. Truly could He say “I have loved 
you with an everlasting love.” Justly can He appeal 
for the love and adoration of His children.

“Take up My yoke upon you and learn of Me, be- 
cause I am meek and humble of heart, and you shall 
find rest to your souls” (Matt. XI, 29), are words 
which the loving Savior addressed to all His children. 
How easily our cares and burdens are borne if they 
are shared with a sympathetic friend. We can find no 
more sympathetic friend than Christ, the Man of Sor- 
rows, Who bids us be meek and humble of heart for 
love of Him. 
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Commenting upon the report of the number of 
Catholics in the United States, “Current Events” 
says: “This is an increase of 186,229 in one year, a 
growth that was unexpected in view of the large num- 
ber of Catholic immigrants who returned=to their 
native countries during the war.” Despite the fact 
that a number of the foreign born returned to the 
land of their birth, the Catholic Church has shown a 
substantial growth. We feel certain that if reports 
from all the dioceses in the country were.given, this 
increase in membership would -be doubled. This 
growth in the number of Catholies brings to mind the 
fact that our number } greatly augmented.by the 
converts who are received into the Church. Unfortu- 
nately many who have the blessing of being born in 
the Faith and receive the advantages of a Catholic 
education fail to live up to the teachings of their Faith 
and cannot be classed as members of the Church. 
Their place must be taken by the convert. 

Though comparisons are odious, vet thev are 
nevertheless illuminating. Basing editorials upon Dr. 
Carroll's religious census, a number of denomina- 
tional papers lament the smallest increase of Protes- 
tantism in years. As an explanation of this small in- 
crease they mention cessation of activities because of 
pastors devoting themselves to war work and other 
such activities, the large number of deaths because 
of the influenza epidemic, etc. These reasons might 
be applied to the Catholic Church as well as to Prot- 
estantism, for as far as we know, the “flu” was no 
respecter of persons, nor of political or religious be- 
liefs, The large Interchurch Movement: announces 
that the world needs more religion.
